Bhutto will not hang 
Saudi paper reports 


RIYADH. March 2« — " Al 
Juzirah " newspaper, said Tues- 
day Pakistan's cx-Premier Zul- 
fikar AH Bhutto, under sentence 
of death for ordering a political 
murder, wtiuld not be hanged. 

Quoting informed diplomatic 
svmrccs the newspaper said Presi- 
dent Ziu Ul Haq hud eutegorieally 
said he would not hand Bhutto 
and would wmmuio his death sen- 
tence. 

But in Islamabad. Pakistani 
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vifficial vturccs denied the reports 
from Saudi AraNa. 

General Zjh has already said he 
w'ill leave the decision to the Sup- 
reme Court which is expected to 
rule on Bhutto's petition later this 
week. If the petition is rejeeicd. 
Bhutto 51. could be executed 
seven days later. 

The newspaper s report said the 
presideni's decision was in 
response to Arab efforts U» save 
Bhutto's life.

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A REMINDER 

Saudi Arabia's reaffirmation of its p>osition on the Middle 
East conflict and its settlement is a reminder — if such a 
reminder is necessar>' — that the Kingdom's interests as an 
Arab and Muslim Ltiuntry transcend strict national interests. 

As a central force in the Arab world, Saudi Arabia's reg- 
ional interests must represent the collective interests and aspi- 
rations of the majority of people in the region. By the same 
token, the country's sympathies and aspirations are those of 
the region as a whole. 

Advocates of the proposed peace treaty between Egypt and 
Israel portray the Kingdom and other Arab countries as obs- 
tacles to a comprehensive peace. But moral coercion is hardly 
a substitute for a truly just basis for settlement. The issue in 
question is not what diplomatic maneuvers and press cam- 
paigns would like us to believe. It is that the highly desirable 
peace, which Saudi Arabia and the rest of the Arab world 
want, must satisfy the aspirations of the Arabs. Only then will 
peace be permanent. 

Perhaps in the global view, there is no allowance for such 
aspirations. But Saudi Arabia's perspective is not a global one. 
While it appreciates all efforts at securing a regional and 
global settlement, it reserves the right to judge the validity and 
feasibility of these approaches when they are applied to the 
Middle East, Its acceptance or rejection of methods and con- 
ditions, consequently, is based on regional interests. 

In the past, statements by Saudi Arabia on the Middle East 
question have often been read as a ''change" in Saudi policy in 
Western political and press circles. A new wave of "surprise" 
and speculation is underway. 

But observers need not look beyond the series of policy 
statements made by the Kingdom to realize the consistency of 
Saudi policy. The confusion seems to arise from the false 
conviction that what is good for the West is necessarily good 
for Saudi Arabia and the Arab world. 

While Saudi Arabia and several other Arab countries prize 
their friendship with the West, they cannot put this friendship 
before their destinies. Wdl-disguised. but nevertheless 
apparent, threats or warnings arc hardly incentives for joining 
the peace process.

World hunger problems are 
savored by the new technocrats of 
the breakfast table between sump- 
tuous repasts. Urban and glot^ 
poverty is sanitized amid the opul- 
ent surroundings of exclusive 


country resorts. The darkness of 
emotional depression is illumi- 
nated at a medical gathering on a 
Caribbean island. \\ '> 

The illustrious personalities 
who grace these closed encounters 
uphold impeccable standards of 
morality. They deplore corporate 
or government corruption. Hiey 
would spurn the faintest hint of 
financial impropriety or the use of 
public office for personal gain. 
They are, however, less immune 
to the more subtle blandishments 
of a week or month of lakes, cas- 
tles. yachts, mountains and 
beaches. Many are so busy travel- 
ling from seminar to oonferenoe to 
meeting that they do not even 
have time to take vacations. 

These flying circuses are orches- 
trated by trendy ringmasters wddi 
an unerring instinct for the latest 
fashionable orthodoxy. Their per- 
forming troops, girded for instant 
prescription at an antiseptic dis- 
tance from where the action is, 
include academic pundits, 
Washington-watchers, news 
media specialists, pensive colum- 
nists, global analysts, think-tank 
scriveners. Foreign intellectuals, 
particularly with Oxford accents, 
are a prized acquisition to illus- 
trate the basic seminar principle 
that how you say anything is more 
important than what you say. 

Heretical observers have some- 
times wondered why a country 
faced with so many outstanding 
problems should be so plentifully 
endowed with so many underut- 
lized authorities ready to resolve 
them. They do not understand 
that in a highiy-advanced society 


the supply of available advisers 
increases m geometric proportion 
to the growth of unresolved prob- 
lems. 

7%us. a plethora of experts 
abounds: urban specialists to 
demonstrate with charts and 
graphs that American cities are in 
the state they manifestly are in; 
economic devek^ment analysts to 
provide compelling evidence that 
poor nations and peoples are less 
well off than the rich; political 
strategists on the Horn, t^ Cape 
and the Gulf to explain how the 
latest crisis should have been 
averted; educators to describe 
utopian communal sdiools in 
Qiina and Israel rather than 
declining standards in East Har- 
lem or the South Bronx; moral 
and legal philosophers to draw 
fine distinctions between political 
and economic rights for distant 
peoples deprived of both. 

Despite economic uncertainty 
and declining dollar, the 
deep-thought industry enjoys all 
the conditions for irrepressible 
expansion. It has a ready supi^y of 
producers, scenarios, locations 
and seasoned professionals whgse 
hfiaterial needs little refiirbish^g 
for repeat performances. It has an 
exclusive audience inlEected with 
the virus of subsidized global 
travel for which no antidote has 
ever been discovered. And it has 
troubled societies in constant neeti • 
of colloquies on the eternal ver- 
ities. They will be scheduled 
shortly at the same places for the 
same people under the same 
idyllic (conditions — with the 
same results.

MAHABAD. Iran.— 

“Wc want autonomy for the 
Kurds and all minorities in Iran," 
SheUcb Ezzedin Hosseini said, 
tucking his feet underneath him 
and reaching for a piece of chic- 
ken. "We will use peaceful means 
but if that fails wc will fight for our 
rights." 

The men sitting around the sim- 
ple supper spread out on the car- 
peted floor nodded their approval. 
Among them was the sheikh's 
only son — a graduate in compu- 
ter sciences from Tehran Univer- 
sity. a reacted bookshop owner 
and pubUsher, the nephew of 
Ghazi Muhammad, president of 
the short-lived republic of Kurdis- 
tan and executed here in the town 
by the Shah in 1 947, and a handful 
of turbaned Kurdish warriors in 
baggy pants, brilliant sanies and 
enough weaponry to equip a pla- 
toon of infantiy. 

“We are not separatists," said 
the sheikh in a voice hoarse from 
long hours of talking, “we are Ira- 
nians. We want a federal republic. 
Iran will not break up if the Kurds, 
Turks and Baluchis get autonomy. 
On the contrary, the country will 
be happier and more 
united." *rhe sheikh, now in his 
sixties but a man of incirive speech 
and manner, is the Khomeini of 
Iran's five million Kurds. He 
telongs to no political party but, 
as a retigious leader and Kurdish 
nationalist, he holds the allegianoe 
of the vast majority of the Kurds 
who live in this mountainous and 
starky beautiful corner of Iran. 

Following rumors of separatist 
activities, the government in 
Tehran recently dispatdied a 
delegation to talk to Sheikh Eae- 
din and other Kurdish leaders. The 
Kurds outlined their demands in 
an eight-point plan which, 
amounts to home rule, leaving 
foreign affairs, defense and 
national economic planning in the 
hands of the centr^ government. 

The delegation gave the Kurds a 


sympathetic hearing but made no 
promises. The Kurdish leaders arc 
worried about the new Iranian 
constitution currently being 
drafted in the capital. The out- 
break of fighting in the area this 
week, was a manifestation of the 
Kurdish mood. 

“We will not accept a constitu- 
tion without consuitations. said 
the sheikh, adjusting his white 
turban with a surprisingly youthful 
hand. "What we want immedi- 
ately is a statement of principle on 
the Kurdish problem from the 
Ayatollah." 

Whether the Kurds will gel it 
is another matter. The centrifugal 
potential of Iran's ethnic 
minorities has always been a sensi- 
tive issue in Tehran. The Kurds, 

descendants of the ancient Medcs 
and spilt between Iran. Iraq. Tur- 
key and the Soviet Union, present 
the biggest challenge. 

But whatever happens to Kur- 
distan will have significant impact 
on the country's other ethnic 
groups. The Turkish-speaking 
people of Azerbaijan in the north 
— they also had a butterfly 
republic at the end of World War 
U — share similar aspirations, itnd 
in the east along the border with 
Pakistan there is a history' of 
Baluchi irredentism. 

Outside the sheikh's house 
snow was falling, whitening the 
chequered turbans and thick 
moustaches of the guards.

Germany’s industrial peace

DUSSELDORF — 
Hopes of a relaxation of tension 
in West German industrial rela- 
tions have risen after the constitu- 
tional couif s ruhng that the coun- 
try’s Mitbestimmung or worker 
participation law doesn't violate 
the federal constitution. 

' The law. i^cted in 1976, 
became mandatory for 650 of ftie 
largest industrial companies in the 
country at the latest by July 1, 
1978. It gave representatives of 
the workers and trade unions par- 
ity on boards of management with 
those of the shareholders. 

It was challenged in 1977 by a 
score or so of employers organiza- 
tions, including the West German 
Federation of Employers' Associ- 
ation, the largest, wiA headquar- 
ters in Dusseldoif, and by nine of 
the biggest companies in the land, 
including Daimler-Benz. Hoechst 
and BA^. 

Their case was that the law viol- 
ated certain rights guaranteed by 
the cemstitution, and notably the 
right of the owners of private 
property to dispose of it as they 
please. The employers’ argument 
was that equality for workers and 
trade unionists on boards could 
produce situations in which the 
shareholders would be prevented 
from taking decisions affecting 
their interests as owners of enter- 
prises. 

The unions resented the chal- 
lenge. arguing that the law bad 
been ^iproved by all three parties 
in the federal parliament, and dur- 
ing the two years or so since, the 
oontroverty has soured relations 
between tlhe employers and the 
unions. The acrimonious strikes 
and lodcouts in the metalworking 
industry in the spring of last year, 
and in die steel industry in the 


autumn, were considered to be 
one outcome. 

Another, and rather more seri- 
ous, was the withdrawal of union 
representatives from regular 
meetings with tKe employers and 
government to discuss the 
economic situation and plan joint 
economic policy. 

Return of the unions to the con- 
ference table rs considered 
' urgently desirable in government 
circles in view of the mony prob- 
lems feeing the economy,«such as 
industrial stagnation, high unemp- 
loyment and export difficulties 
due to the revaluation of the 
Deutsche Mark. 

There seems no obvious reason 
why tins should not happen. To 
appearances, the unions ought to 
be pleased with the outcome of the 
case. Worker parity on boards 
(that is. under the West German 
two-tier system, the supervisory 
boards, the supreme dedsion- 
maldng bodies in business enter- 
prises) has been upheld. 

On the other hand, a close 
examination of the verdict sug- 
gests that the employers may not 
be wboOy dissatisfied with it. It 
was never their intention to seek 
repeal of the Mitbestimmung law, 
so obviously desired by a majority 
of all West Germans. Their objec- 
tive was more limited: to ensure 
that it didn't violate fundamental 
guarantees of private property. 

The judges ruled that it did not 
do so because the af^renf equal- 
ity on the board doesn't quite bold 
true in practice. If empfoyeTS* and 
workers' representatives reach 
deadlock, then the chairman of 
the board has a second, casting 
vote; and he is practically certain 
to dedde in fevor of the shareow- 
ners.

a union rcpre.scnting their 2.8fX) 
civwmen. 

Tug captains camingS 11.3Man 
hour and deckhands making $ 
8.32 hourly were talking freely 
about strike preparations Mondav 
in the Bloomfield section of Staten 


Island, where many congregate 
when their vessels tie up on the 
Arthur Kill. 

The last strike in the towing 
industry here crippled the port for 
three months at the start of 1970. 

The giant ocean liners then dock- 
ing in Manhattan, as wcU as 
lunwieldy eontainerships snaking 
through the Great Kills and 
Newark Bay. hud to dock without 
the help of tugs. 

Although the Marine Towing 
and Transportation Employers 
Association, representing the 
firms, and local branch of the 
National Maritime Union's 
United Marine Division have 


declined to say anything about the 
current negotiations, it was 
learned that exchanges of propos- 
als thus far have not included any 
offer concerning the major 
economic issues. 

With the outlook clouded, 
Robert Kennedy maritime coor- 
dinator for the federal mediation 
and conciliation service, has been 
called into the dispute. 

A walkout would not only dep- 
rive big ships of docking assistance 
but would cut off (he movement 
by water of vessels delivering 
building materials and hauling 
away sludge and garbage.

Quite (tften this tactic suc- 
ceeds and the opponents get to 
the wrong contract 

Consider Woofs four dub 
bid, which is a typical 
pre a np tive bid. Wifli sevm 
w iimeis in his band and 100 
bmors to boot. West cannot 
lose more <*>»» 40Q points even 
if he ifdoidjted and goes down 
three. 

In that case, after it turns 
out that his partner is 


trickless, the 400-potnt 
sacrifice becomes very wortb- 
wfaUe. since the enemy are 
abnoet sure to have a gam, if 
not a slam. From every 
viewpoint, therefore, the 
jump-Kivercall by West in 
rtnhc is a siq>er4Dund tactical 
measure. 

Now let's examine North's 
predicament after the 
p ree mptive overcalL It is not 
dear what be should do over 
four dubs. North's actual 
raise to six diamonds — 
though a shot m the dark — is 
probably as good as any other 
bid be can make. 

The way things turned out, 
though. North Aould bave bid 
Mly five diamonds. West led 
the king of dubs, covered by 
the ace and ruffed by East 
Det^rer later lost a heart 
tri(± and went down one. 

However, tbe outcome does 
not prove that North was 
wrong to have bid tbe dam. In 
fact, had declarer played the 
hand more cardolly, he would 
have made ax ttiamnnds- He 
should have anticipated the 
possibOiiy that East had no 
dobs, and protected agaiiwt it 
hy playing low from dummy 
on West’s Idng of clubs! 

If West then led the queen of 
dubs, declarer would again 
play low from dummy and ruff 
the dub in his hand. It would 
then be easy for dedarer to 
score tbe twelve tricks he had 
started with.

Dr. AJgosaib) signed the con- 
tract with Herr Willi Korf. presi* 
dent of Korf ' Stahl AG of Baden 
Baden and owner of the Midrex 
direct steel reduction patent which 
will he used in the Jubail plant. 
The mill is one of nine heavy 
industries slated for the Guff 
industrial complex and will be the 
first to come on stream in 1*J82. 

Construction is to start this 
year, according to SPA. 

The mill, which SPA said would 
cost more than SR2 billion will be 
the Kingdom's first ore- 
processing plant and is set to pro- 
duce 850.000 rtins of steel rein- 
forcing bars for the domestic con- 
struction industry. It is expected 
to meet the entire domestic 
requirement. 

The signing ceremony was 
attended bv Abdul Aziz Al- 
Zamei. chief executive ot the 
Saudi Arabian Basie Industries 
Corporation (SABiC) which will 
hold 80 per cent of the project's 
equity. SABIC was formed in 


1 M75 with a capital of SR 1 0 billion 
to seek foreign partners for heavy 
industrial projects. 

Korf and DEG.a West German 
statcdevelopmenbgcncy share the 
remaining 20 per cent and will be 
required to put up 15 per cent of 
the finance under a SABIC joint 
venture formula. 

As with other plants at Jubail. 
the mill will rely for fuel on gas 
frtYni the collection system now 
under construction in Uie Eastern 
Pntvincc. An advantage of the 
Midrex process is that it relies on 
heavy omsumplion of gas rather 
than gral. 

Tuesday's ccrcm^my caps four 
years of studies and negotiation 
since the mill was first propt^sed in 
1975. Originally export iirienied 
and set to e«.ist SR6 billion, the 
pix^ject was twice scaled down in 
response to a dreary market. In 
1977, Korf received a letter of 
intent from SABiC for a 
domestic-supply plant M cost 
around SRI billion. 

In January, the board of SABIC 
finally gave the gc>-ahead for the 
plant with construction to start in 
SL\ months.

On Sunday* Iran cUtsed its bi>r- 
dcr with Afghanistan, ubimi 100 
kilometers west of Herat, and 
travel in the region has been 
restricted. 


French troops to leave 
19 years in Chad

PARIS. March 20 (AP) — France will withdraw its 2.500 mMps 
from the Central African naiionof Chad, wracked by civil war for the 
past five weeks, a presidential communique announced Tuesday. 

The decision follows agreement Friday among Chad's warring 
leaders and mujiir rebel gr«>ups to ft»rm a joint transitional govem- 
meni. 

A Nigerian ft»ree is Marling to take up positions in the Chad capital 
of V Djamena. the scene « if M>me of the most intense fighting, lo keep 
rival groups apart. 

France has mainiaincd forces in Chad since its inde|V'ndenee in 
1 Uhli. both as a major base in Africa, and to help su^vssivc govem- 
menis fight often Libyan-hacked rebelniovemcnisin the nitrth and 
east Ilf the vsisi. impoverished and largely 4esert country. 

Durini! the rewni v^eeks of civil war between forces «tf the Presi- 
<lein Fells Mall.ium and his minherner premier. Hiswne Hahre. a 
lormer rebel chief. French tr»H»ps have ensured the safety of Euro- 
pi.‘aii resideiUH. 

French miliiarv aircnih evacuated hundreds of Europeans and 
uuarded the homes of those who stayed behind. They also protected 
some escape routes for refucees fleeing Ui neighboring Camemun.

'Hie <insurgency at Herat was 
called by one area specialist the 
biggest challenge yet to President 
Nur Muhammad Tarakf* regime. 
While stubbvim small-scale resis- 
tance has tied down army units for 
months in the eastern prvrvinccs 
bordering Pakistan, the north- 
western region has been generally 
peaceful until now. 

Analysts said recent strongly- 
worded statements from Kabul 
and Moscow alleging foreign 
intervention seemed to indicate 
the severity of the situation. 
Tarakfs regime has claimed that 
Iranian troops are directly 
involved, a charge Tehran has 
denied. (See earlier story, page 
3.) 

One unconfirmed report said 
deserting Afghan troops have 
joined rebel forces in Herat, which 
could explain air strikes against 
military installations in the city. A 
Soviet-built tank was reportedly 
captured or handed over to the 
insurgents. 

The rebellion in Herat coin- 
cided w'ith appeals for an uprising 
against the " anti-lslamic " 
regime by Afghan exile leader 
Imam Sibghatuliah Mojadeddi 
in Pakistan and Iranian Ayatollah 
Shariatmadari. However, u poss- 
ible link with cither call fur a 
“ holy war ” could not be deter- 
mined. 

The Ayatollsdi's appeal, broad- 


cast by Tehran Radio in Persian, 
which is spoken in Herat Province, 
included a report that 500 Muslim 
priests and intellectuals were 
arrested by Afghan authorities 
and 1 70 later e.xccuted. 

Herat, with a population esti- 
mated at 1 1 5.CKX). is the major 
urban area of the western half of 
landlocked Afghanistan.

Implementation of the plan has 
been stalled by recent fighting, 
including South African air 
attacks against Namibian black 
nationalist guerrilla camps in 
Angola. 

The Western nations — the 
United States, West Germany, 
Britain. France and Canada — 
invited representatives of South 


Africa and the SWAPO (South- 
West Africa People's Organiza- 
tion) guerrilla group to New York 
to try to rescue the U.N. plan. 

But the deliberationsatthe U.S. 
misaon were overshadowed by a 
U.N. Security Council debate in 
which Angola accused South 
Africa of aggression. 

Angolan Ambassador Elisio de 
Figueiredo assailed the South 
African raids as a '* rude and 
arrogant gesture " and be accused 
the Pretoria government of trying 
to impose a *' puppet regime " on 
Namibia. 

The U.N. plan does not provide 
for any monitoring of SWAPO 
bases in either Angola or Zambia 
during the electoral process. 

In a letter to the Security 
•Councin president, South African 
Foreign Minister Roeiof Botha 
said it wasincomprehenablethat a 
council meeting would be called 
on the same day that the media- 
tion effon was to begin.

U.S. indicts magnate in bank scandal 


Vietnam links peace talks to pullout 


NEW YORK. March 20 (AP) 
— A long federal investigation of 
the cullapse of the Franklin 
National Bank resulted Monday 
in the indictment of Italian finan- 
cier Michele Sindona. 

Sindona, 58. w'os charged -with 
various frauds in a 99-count 
indictment returned in Manhattan 
Federal Court. The indictment 
also brought new charges against 
his associate. Carlo Bordoni. an 
Italian Banker. 

In addition to charges of misus- 
ingS 45 million of Franklin funds, 
Sindona was accused of fraud in 
the acquisition of a major interest 
in Franklin in 1 972 and in another 
corporation a year later. 

'The indictment said the money 
he used to buy stock in Franklin 
and the Talcoti National Corp. 


was illegally removed firom banks 
he rontrolled in Italy. 

Sindona has been on$ 1 millio'*. 
bail in a series of court battles to 
avoid extradition to Italy to face 
criminal charges involving the 
failure of two banks he controlled 
in Milan. 

Those banks. Banca Unione. 
which Bordoni headed, and Banca 
Hnanziaria. also failed in 1974 
after they were merged Into a 
single institution called Banca 
Privaia Italiana. 

Although Bordoni faces new 
charges in the indictmenU he tes- 
tified for the prosecution in a 
recent trial of three former top 
d^alsoftheFranklin Bank.They 
were convicted of misuse of bank 
funds and for unauthorized fore- 
ign currency speculation. 


They were also charged with 
falsifying bank records to conceal 
the transaction and the fact that $ 
30 million was lost as a result. 

In a statement released his 
New York office. Sindona said, “I 
am innocent of any wrongdoingjT 
plead not guilty to the charges 
and expect to be vindicated at 
trial. In any case, according to my 
understanding, all charges rest nn 
false document» and information 
originating from Italian sources.** 
Sindona said he was "the prin- 
cipal victim" of the collapse of 
Franklin National Bank "since, 
through nu fault of my own, I lost 
not only my $ 40 million invest- 
ment in the shares of that institu- 
tion, but suffered incalculable 
direct and indirect -damages 
because of its failure."
